find n remarkable runner.

lie was attacked bj a war party who 
pursued him for 03 miles before he 
finally outran them. At another time 
when a force of 2,500 Arikuras and 
Sioux attacked the Crows, the mu- 
latto led the Absarokcs (Crows) so 
bravely that 203 of the enemy were 
killed. 
Beckwourth bad three horses 


shot under him In this, right nnd killed 
14 of the Sioux. 
Ho wus adopted by 


the Crows, and because of h's doeds In 
war, he rose to tho position of first 
counselor, the highest honor in the 
tribe. 


At (ho outbreak of tho Mexican war 


ho enlisted as u scout ami dispatch 
•nearer for Gen. Phil Kearney. 
He 


also carried dispatches to California 
nnd bo \\iis there In 1818, whon gold 
was discovered. lie mined for a while 
until tho discovery of gold In Colo- 
rado In ISfiO luu-d him to that state 
Ho settlod in' Domer and married 
again—this tmio n negro girl. 


The Crows hoard of his return from 


California nnd bent messengers to him, 
hedging him to return to them. Mis- 
fortune had come to the tribe, nnd 
they needed his "strong 
medicine."

campaign for a "League of Nations" 
or super-fetate. 


While Dr. Ryan himself 
has re- 


frained from making any public state 
ment about his resignation, The Fed- 
erated Press is in possession of infor- 
mation that at a meeting of the com 
mittee's governing board on Dec. 7, he 
strongly 
arraigned 
the 
manner in 


which its pretended main purpose— 
limitation 
of armament—has 
been 


quietly crowded out of the way and 
the committee's activities instead di- 
rected tow aid agitating for a cabal of 
nations which should run the world. 


Dr Ryan, in informing the govern- 


ing boaid of his intention to lesign, 
directed attention to the 
fact 
that 


statements of the men at the head of 
the committee, some of them made to 
the press, left nq doubt that the Gen- 
eral Committee 
intended 
hereafter 


practically to ignore the issue of arm 
limitation and to bend its energies in 
the direction of the "League of Na- 
tions" agitation. 


This perversion of the committee's 


original and announced purposes, Dr 
Ryan told the governing board, did 
not meet his*approval because the at- 
tempt to create sentiment for a league 
or association ot nations just now 
must result in disti acting 
attention 


from the immediate and important is- 
sue—limitation 
of 
armaments. 
Ho 


declared also that 
the 
committee's 


arms limitation stand now is practical- 
ly the same as the announced aims of 
the Amei ican arms delegates. 


In effect, Dr. Ryan asserted to the 


governing board, the altered policy of 
the General Committee on the Limita- 
tion of Armament has practically de- 
stroyed its possibilities for good. Pub- 
lic opinion, he said, if sufficient pub- 
licity were given t-lie facts, could be 
brot to bear to f'fce a real limitation 
of submarines, instead of—so far 
as 


the committee's efforts are concerned 
—being used to bolster the agitation 
for an association of nations at a time 
•rtheii tho groat masses of Amei leans 
is more than a little distrustful of the 
politicians, who now hold the whip 
hand over the great nations. 


Dr Ryan's statement is given added 


force by "Bulletin No 2" of the Gom- 
pers committee, issued under date of 
Dec- G, in which it is stated "The fear 
of war costs a great deal more than 
armaments 
This is the great econ- 


omic factor in favor of organising the 
nations for the maintenance of peace 


. Not until all the nations are 


brought together into a powerful and 
permanent organization, which will re- 
move at once all temptation 
toward 


aggressive adventuies and all fear of 
unpiwoked attack, will we regain our 
old prosperity " 


The entire contents of the bulletin 


form a tiact for a "league" or "asso- 
ciation" of nations, while disarmament 
is not mentioned at all, and limitation 
of armament is mentioned onlv 
inci-
